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Kay  Brown  claims  bankruptcy 

Court  trustee  says  suit  should  be  dismissed;  questions  attorney  hirings

A  Feb.  15  hearing  has  been 
set  in  U.S.  Bankruptcy  Court 
to  determine  if  Kay  Brown’s 
Chapter  11  filing  should  be  dis¬ 
missed. 

Brown,  who  is  the  estranged 
wife  of  former  Cynthiana 
mayor  Jim  Brown,  filed  for 
bankruptcy  on  Jan.  13. 

Kay  Brown  has  hired  three 
law  firms  to  represent  her 
through  the  bankruptcy  process 
and  Samuel  K.  Crocker,  U.S. 
trustee  for  bankruptcy  court, 
has  filed  a  motion  to  examine 
Kay  Brown’s  payments  to  these 
attorneys.  This  motion  will  also 
be  heard  on  Feb.  15. 

According  to  Crocker’s 


motion.  Brown  entered  into 
an  agreement  on  Jan.  12  with 
The  Bolog  Firm  and  Whiteford, 
Taylor  &  Preston,  both 
Maryland  law  firms.  Then,  she 
engaged  with  Spurgeon  and 
Tinker  of  Lexington  on  Jan.  13, 
which  is  also  when  her  bank¬ 
ruptcy  protection  filing  was 
made. 

Crocker  states  that  in  spite 
of  the  brief  period  of  time 
between  execution  of  the 
retainer  agreements  and  the 
bankruptcy  filing,  the  three  law 
firms  for  Kay  Brown  received 
“substantial”  retainers,  which 
amounted  to  $199,789.44  and  of 
which  they  spent  $141,889.44. 

“On  its  face,  the  amounts 


drawn  down  appear  exces¬ 
sive  given  the  short  period 
of  retention  and  the  limited 
information  provided  by  the 
applicants,”  Crocker  stated  in 
his  motion  to  examine  Brown’s 
transactions  with  the  law  firms. 

Crocker  has  also  submit¬ 
ted  a  written  objection  to  the 
employment  of  the  three  firms. 
Crocker  notes  that  each  of  the 
three  agreements  are  basically 
identical  and  that  the  exact 
division  of  duties  among  the 
three  are  not  clear. 

Crocker  notes  that  the  appar¬ 
ent  dispute  in  this  case  is 
between  Kay  Brown  and  Jim 
Brown,  through  his  conserva¬ 
tor,  over  Kay  Brown’s  handling 


of  her  husband’s  business  and 
financial  affairs. 

The  trustee  adds  that  three 
lawsuits  have  been  filed  in 
Harrison  County  on  behalf  of 
Jim  Brown  against  his  wife. 

Those  suits  have  been  report¬ 
ed  as  to  declare  23  real  estate 
property  deeds  that  Kay  Brown 
allegedly  had  transferred  from 
Jim  to  herself,  null  and  void;  to 
also  void  a  new  will  that  Kay 
Brown  allegedly  had  drawn; 
and  to  obtain  a  judgment  for 
property  and  assets  that  were 
allegedly  taken  from  Jim 
Brown. 

There  is  also  a  pending 
divorce  case  filed  on  behalf  of

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Season  of  limited  snow  keeps  supply  high

A  non-typical  2011-12  winter 
has  city  and  county  officials 
hopeful  for  expanded  summer 
projects. 

After  the  2010  winter  sea¬ 
son,  city  and  county  officials 
made  sure  that  the  next  seen 
winter  months  would  not 
have  them  searching  for  the 
precious  mineral  used  for 
keeping  roads  safe  for  travel. 

“Last  year  was  a  bad  one 
for  anyone  who  was  searching 
for  salt,”  said  County  Judge- 
Executive  Alex  Barnett.  “We 
actually  used  all  of  the  salt 
that  we  had  contracted  for 
and  still  needed  more  before 


the  winter  months  were  over.” 

According  to  the  county 
judge’s  office,  800  tons  of  salt 
were  contracted  for  this  year, 
at  $74  per  ton,  in  order  to  gain 
an  upper  hand  on  any  bad 
weather  that  2011-12  might 
bring. 

“As  of  now  we  have  only 
used  about  50  tons  of  salt  this 
winter,”  said  Jamie  McCarty, 
of  the  Harrison  County  Road 
Department  supervisor.  “125 
tons  was  ordered  to  fill  our 
bins  for  the  beginning  of  the 
winter  and  only  50  tons  of  it 
has  been  used.” 

McCarty  added  that  no 
overtime  has  been  used  in 


order  to  maintain  the  roads 
due  to  inclement  weather. 

According  to  Barnett,  the 
county  is  not  obligated  to  pur¬ 
chase  the  remaining  salt  that 
was  contracted  before  winter 
of  last  year. 

“We  will  be  saving  money 
this  year  due  to  the  lim¬ 
ited  amount  of  snow,”  said 
Barnett.  “Our  goal  is  to  use 
that  money  to  repair  some  of 
the  roads  later  this  summer.” 

Barnett  also  said  due  to  the 
limited  amount  of  scraping 
and  salt  spreading,  county 
roads  will  come  out  of  the 
winter  months  in  much  better

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Six  candidates  seek  four  city  commission  positions 


By  Becky  Barnes,  Editor 

There  will  be  no  local  elec¬ 
tions  on  the  primary  ballot  this 
spring. 

According  to  Harrison 
County  Clerk  Linda  Furnish, 
only  six  candidates  filed  seek¬ 
ing  election  to  the  Cynthiana 
City  Commission.  For  there  to 
have  been  a  primary  race,  nine 
candidates  needed  to  file. 

The  six  candidates  -  incum¬ 
bents  Gary  Brunker,  Jack 
Keith,  Billy  Grayson,  Roger 
Slade,  along  with  Mary  Grable 
and  Amanda  Moore  -  will 
appear  on  the  November  ballot. 

Four  will  be  chosen  for 
Cynthiana  City  Commission 
and  the  Berry  City 
Commission.  Only  four  candi¬ 


dates  filed  for  the  Berry  offices. 
They  are  Alexa  Biddle,  Patricia 
Adams,  Keith  Ison  and  Timothy 
Fairfield. 

Kathy  Kearns  will  appear 
unopposed  on  the  November 
ballot  for  Harrison  County 
Circuit  Court  Clerk. 

Doug  Miller,  Commonwealth 
Attorney  for  the  18th  Judicial 
Circuit,  will  also  be  seeking  re- 
election  in  an  unopposed  race. 

A  Franklin  County  Circuit 
Court  judge  issued  a  temporary 
injunction  Tuesday  afternoon 
to  delay  the  filing  deadline  for 
state  legislative  candidates 
through  Feb.  7. 

The  injunction  was  the  result 
of  a  lawsuit  filed  after  Gov. 
Steve  Beshear  signed  a  redis¬ 


tricting  bill  that  moved  district 
lines  and  even  displaced  some 
legislators. 

In  Harrison  County’s  newly 
aligned  13th  Senate  district, 
Kathy  Stein,  who  previously 
represented  a  portion  of  cen¬ 
tral  Fayette  County,  was  joined 
with  Harrison,  Robertson, 
Nicholas,  Bath,  Montgomery, 
Fleming,  Mason  and  Lewis 
counties.  She  lives  in  central 
Fayette  County  and  at  the  end 
of  this  year  will  be  unable 
to  represent  the  voters  who 
elected  her. 

R.  J.  Palmer,  who  has 
been  Harrison  County’s 
senator,  in  the  28th  District 
drops  Harrison  County  as 
well  as  Nicholas,  Bath  and 


Montgomery  counties  and 
picks  up  Powell  County  and 
46,000  voters  in  Fayette  County. 

The  78th  House  District  shifts 
west.  The  78th  District  will 
drop  a  portion  of  Campbell 
County  and  pick  up  an  area  of 
Scott  County. 

Circuit  Judge  Phillip 
Shepherd,  who  issued 
Tuesday’s  ruling,  will  hear 
more  arguments  on  the  law¬ 
suits  beginning  Monday,  Feb. 

6  in  Franklin  Circuit  Court,  a 
day  before  his  imposed  filing 
deadline. 

Five  candidates  have  filed 
for  the  13th  Senatorial  seat. 
However,  Kathy  Stein  cannot 
run  unless  the  redistricting 
changes  within  the  next  week. 


As  of  Tuesday’s  filing  dead¬ 
line  the  candidates  who  are 
in  the  running  for  the  13th 
District  are  Frank  Henson  (R) 
of  Cynthiana;  Richard  Evans, 
(D)  Mt.  Sterling;  John  Sims 
Jr.,  (D)  Flemingsburg;  David 
B.  Rhodes,  (R)  Mt.  Sterling;  and 
Stein  (D)  of  Lexington. 

In  the  running  for  the 
78th  House  district  are  three 
Cynthiana  men,  incumbent 
Tom  McKee  (D),  Bradley  T. 
Copes  (D),  and  Bryan  Lutz  (R). 

The  district  lines  are 
still  pending  for  the  U.S. 
Representative.

Crocker  objects  to  the 
retainers  sought  by  the 
three  law  firms  for  sever¬ 
al  reasons,  one  of  which 
is  the  belief  that  the 
money  came  from  assets 
of  Jim  Brown,  which  Kay 
Brown  allegedly  convert¬ 
ed  to  her  own  use. 

“No  retainer  should 
be  approved  unless  the 
debtor  can  establish  that 
the  retainers  were  not 
traceable  to  the  assets 
of  James  A.  Brown,” 
Crocker  wrote. 

As  part  of  the  bank¬ 
ruptcy  filing,  Kay  Brown 
was  required  to  provide 
a  schedule  of  real  estate 
that  is  listed  in  her  name 
as  well  as  a  list  of  her  per¬ 
sonal  property. 

Included  in  the  real 
estate  listings  are 
her  $800,000  home  in 
Painstville  for  which 
there  is  no  mortgage. 
There  are  also  24  other 
properties  that  were  alleg¬ 
edly  deeded  from  Jim 
Brown  to  Kay  Brown  on 
Oct.  30,  2009,  or  Nov.  3, 
2009. 

Jim  Brown  suffered  a 
stroke  on  Dec.  23,  2008, 
which  records  indicate 
left  him  unable  to  take 
care  of  his  business 
affairs. 

As  her  personal  prop¬ 
erty,  Kay  Brown  identi¬ 
fies  $100  in  cash,  $2,700 
in  a  checking  account, 
$7,716,308  in  certificates 
of  deposits,  which  are 
also  being  questioned 
as  having  been  illegally 
transferred  from  Jim  to 
Kay;  household  goods 
in  Paintsville  amount¬ 
ing  to  nearly  $15,000, 
women’s  apparel,  $1,905; 
women’s  jewelry,  $8,850; 
marital  interest  in  sev¬ 
eral  properties  includ¬ 
ing  Cynthiana  Home 
Medical,  commercial 
property  on  U.S.  27  South, 
farmland  on  Stokley 
Lane,  Farmers  National 


Bank  to  which  assets  are 
listed  as  $109,243,000,  and 
Deposit  Bank  of  Carlisle 
with  assets  estimated 
at  $65,270,000;  and  two 
vehicles. 

Kay  Brown  claims  she 
receives  $698  per  month 
from  Social  Security 
for  her  son  as  income. 
Other  income  amounts 
to  $3,738.  She  also  details 
her  monthly  expenses  at 
$12,559.80. 

Her  assets  are  identified 
as  being  $17,961,992.69. 

Her  liabilities  are 
$809,133.73. 

Jim  Brown’s  business 
and  personal  assets  were 
estimated  at  approximate¬ 
ly  $115  million,  according 
to  background  informa¬ 
tion  contained  in  one  of 
Kay  Brown’s  previously 
filed  civil  suits. 

Crocker  contends  that 
Kay  Brown  filed  the  bank¬ 
ruptcy  case  in  bad  faith. 

In  a  33-page  document, 
Crocker  details  transac¬ 
tions  that  occurred  after 
Jim  Brown  suffered  his 
Dec.  23,  2008,  stroke, 
which  were  in  conflict 
with  a  prenuptial  agree¬ 
ment  signed  by  the 
Browns  prior  to  their  Feb. 
2,  2008,  marriage. 

In  April  2009,  Kay 
Brown  had  Jim  execute 
a  power  of  attorney  that 
put  Kay  Brown  as  his 
attorney-in-fact. 

However,  Richard 
Wehrle,  an  attorney 
who  had  worked  for  Jim 
Brown  and  his  late  wife 
Martha,  heard  that  Kay 
Brown  was  attempting 
to  sell  a  nursing  home 
owned  by  Jim  Brown. 

Wehrle  met  with  Jim 
Brown  and  on  March  3 
filed  for  an  emergency 
appoint  of  as  conserva¬ 


tor  for  Mr.  Brown.  Just 
days  after  the  filing  in 
Harrison  District  Court, 
Special  Judge  William 
Probus  ordered  that  no 
personal  or  business 
assets  owned  by  Jim 
Brown  would  be  trans¬ 
ferred  or  disposed  of. 

Long-time  attorney 
for  Mr.  Brown,  Edwin 
Culbertson  was  appointed 
as  temporary  legal  guard¬ 
ian. 

In  February  2011,  Kay 
Brown  was  held  in  con¬ 
tempt  of  court  after  she 
admitted  that  she  signed 
Mr.  Brown’s  name  to 
requests  for  certificates 
of  title  and  other  transfer 
documents.  In  June  she 
was  again  held  in  con¬ 
tempt  for  failing  to  appear 
before  Judge  Probus  in  a 
guardianship  proceeding, 
according  to  Crocker’s 
statements. 

In  October  2011,  Judge 
Probus  ordered  the 
appointment  of  a  guard¬ 
ian  or  conservator  for  Mr. 
Brown,  but  denied  Kay 
Brown’s  request  to  serve 
as  guardian. 

Crocker  writes  that 
the  court’s  findings  were 
“damaging”  and  dem¬ 
onstrated  “the  debtor’s 
systematic  exploitation  of 
Mr.  Brown  to  enrich  her¬ 
self  and  her  children.” 

The  court’s  findings 
concluded  that  Kay 
Brown: 


•Paid  off  her  daughter’s 
mortgage  of  more  than 
$123,000; 

•Changed  all  of  Mr. 
Brown’s  certificates  of 
deposits  (totalling  $5  mil¬ 
lion)  from  his  sole  name 
to  include  her  name; 

•Gave  her  daughter 
checks  totaling  $30,500; 

•Purchased  a  residence 
in  her  sole  name  in 
Paintsville  for  $800,000; 

•Purchased  a  $64,000 
Mercedes  and  paid  for  it 
with  cash,  which  was  a 
violation  of  the  judge’s 
order  for  status  quo; 

•Changed  the  benefi¬ 
ciaries  on  Mr.  Brown’s 
life  insurance  policies 
and  redeemed  $96,000  in 
dividends  on  a  life  insur¬ 
ance,  which  was  also  a 
violation  of  the  status 
quo  order; 

•Redeemed  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  deposit  of  more 
than  $500,000  and  depos¬ 
ited  it  in  a  personal  bank 
account. 

Citing  court  documents, 
Crocker  states  that  Kay 
Brown  had  22  deeds  pre¬ 
pared  and  signed  to  her 
and  that  Mr.  Brown  was 
asleep  and  had  to  be  con¬ 
tinually  awakened  to  sign 
the  documents.  The  total 
value  of  these  properties 
is  believed  to  be  in  excess 
of  $6.2  million. 

Crocker  also  brought 
up  the  allegations  that 
Kay  Brown  had  a  new 


will  drawn  up  that  left  all 
of  his  holdings  to  her.  The 
witnesses  to  the  will  told 
court  officials  that  they 
did  not  see  Mr.  Brown 
sign  the  will  and  that  it 
was  already  signed  and 
notarized  when  brought 
to  them  for  witness.  The 
new  will  revoked  a  2007 
will  that  was  part  of  Mr. 
Brown’s  extensive  estate 
plan  devoted  to  charitable 
purposes. 

The  court  later  appoint¬ 
ed  Paul  Brown,  who  is 
Jim’s  brother,  as  limited 
guardian,  and  Wehrle  as 
conservator  “with  full 
power  to  vigorously  pur¬ 
sue  the  recoupment  of 
[Mr.  Brown’s]  assets.” 

The  “vigorous”  pursuit 
resulted  in  the  three  cases 
being  filed  in  Harrison 
District  Court. 

In  an  Oct.  11,  2011, 
Harrison  District  Court 
document,  which  resulted 
in  the  appointment  of 
Paul  Brown  as  limited 
guardian  and  Wehrle 
as  conservator.  Judge 
Probus  admonished  Kay 
Brown’s  actions  in  filing 
lawsuits  against  the  tem¬ 
porary  limited  guardian 
Culbertson. 


Probus  states  that  Kay 
Brown’s  lawsuits  con¬ 
tained  half-truths  and 
untruths. 

“Mr.  Culbertson  was 
asked  by  the  court,  and 
agreed  to  by  all  attorneys, 
to  be  a  temporary  limited 
guardian...  Mr.  Culbertson 
is  an  extremely  able  attor¬ 
ney  and  of  highest  integ¬ 
rity,  he  had  done  legal 
work  for  Mr.  Brown  for 
30  years  and  is  a  personal 
friend  to  Mr.  Brown.  He 
acceded  to  the  court’s 
request ...  as  a  favor  to 
Mr.  Brown  and  the  court,” 
Probus  stated  in  the  court 
document.  “Whether  this 
action,  now  resolved,  was 
the  idea  of  Kay  Brown 
or  one  of  her  numerous 
attorneys,  and  whether  it 
was  brought  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  intimidating  Mr. 
Culbertson  or  destroying 
his  professional  career, 
it  was  the  single  ugliest 
thing  the  undersigned 
[Judge  Probus]  has  ever 
seen  in  all  of  his  years  on 
the  bench.” 

The  motion  to  dismiss 
will  be  heard  on  Feb. 

15  at  11  a.m.  in  the  U.S. 
Bankruptcy  Courtroom  in 
Pikeville.

Slapping  speeders 
on  the  hands  will  not 
solve  driving  issues 

Well,  it’s  2012  and  as  I  sit  here  watching  TV,  I  think  of 
the  people  I  won’t  get  to  see  this  year  due  to  death. 

I  listen  to  the  news  every  night  and  hear  of  people 
dying  in  auto  accidents. 

Since  Christmas,  people  have  died  on  Kentucky  road¬ 
ways.  Wrecks  are  termed  accidents,  but  actually  that 
terminology  is  wrong.  Most  wrecks  should  be  classified 
as  a  bad  decisions. 

Five  days  a  week,  I  drive  200-300  miles  on  highways 
and  interstates.  I  see  all  those  bad  decisions. 

Number  one  -  speeding;  two  -  running  red  lights; 
three  -  improper  passing;  four  -  tailgating;  and  the  list 
goes  on. 

Kentucky  is  rated  at  the  seventh  worst  state  for  driv¬ 
ers  nationwide.  This  didn’t  surprise  me  when  I  heard 
it.  Most  everyone  of  the  people  responsible  for  acci¬ 
dents  and  deaths  on  Kentucky  roads,  thought  they  had 
control  of  their  vehicle  seconds  before  the  crash.  Many 
times  their  actions  not  only  take  their  life,  but  the  life 
of  an  innocent  bystander. 

I  talked  with  Kentucky  lawmakers,  who  told  me  laws 
are  on  the  books  and  said  it  was  up  to  judges  to  enforce 
them.  I  looked  at  the  penalties  governing  driving  regu¬ 
lations  in  Kentucky.  Points  are  assigned  your  license  for 
each  offense  committed  and  vary  with  each  offense  as 
to  how  many  points  are  assigned  to  your  license.  At  12 
points  you  will  lose  license.  When  you  receive  a  citation 
for  a  traffic  offense,  the  court  will  offer  you  a  chance  to 
go  to  traffic  school.  This  delays  the  time  line  that  you 
may  lose  your  license  by  keeping  points  from  being  ass- 
est  against  your  license  for  that  offense. 

School  is  only  an  option  once  every  two  years.  Some 
drivers  use  school  to  become  better  educated  and  more 
responsible  drivers.  Others  see  school  as  a  tool  they 
can  temporarily  use  as  a  detour  to  avoid  losing  their 
license. 

I  see  police  on  Kentucky  roads  daily  and  they  do  their 
job.  Here’s  the  problem.  We  need  a  police  officer  every 
three  miles  on  every  Kentucky  road.  Now  since  this 
can’t  be  a  reality  it  is  only  logical  to  look  at  other  ways 
to  solve  the  issue  of  bad  drivers. 

First  is  reasoning  and  logic. 

The  facts  are  that: 

1.  Driving  the  speed  limits  saves  lives  and  reduces  car 
crash  injuries  (including  your  own). 

2.  Insurance  cost  for  autos  on  health  care  would 


decline. 

3.  Careless  drivers  can  and  will  be  held  responsible  for 
injuries  and  death  they  inflict  on  others. 

Second  is  hard  hitting  facts: 

1.  Every  person  whom  has  died  in  an  auto  accident 
didn’t  plan  on  dying  that  day  and  that  way. 

2.  While  you  think  you  have  control  of  your  vehicle  a 
second  of  time  can  change  everything. 

3.  There  is  not  any  reason  to  justify  anyone  speeding, 
tailgating,  improper  passing,  red  light  running,  etc. 
Bottom  line,  allow  yourself  more  time  to  make  your 
drive. 

4.  Paying  taxes  to  the  State  of  Kentucky  gives  you  a 
privilege  to  use  Kentucky  roads  under  the  laws  govern¬ 
ing  them.  Taxes  paid  don’t  give  you  the  right  to  use 
Kentucky  roads  as  you  see  fit. 

5.  Last,  but  definitely  not  least:  If  you  ever  have  to 
check  a  car  to  check  for  survivors  of  a  deadly  crash, 
that,  if  nothing  else,  will  make  you  want  to  be  a  better 
driver. 

The  third  on  final  ways  of  making  roads  safer: 

Stiffer  laws.  I  propose  this  -  speeding  10  mph  or  faster 
during  the  night  time  hours  and  15  mph  or  faster  dur¬ 
ing  daylight  hours  demand  justice  of  30  days  suspended 
license  regardless  of  the  number  of  prior  offenses  with 
hardship  license  denied.  If  the  speeder  has  to  taxi,  bum 
rides  or  walk  for  30  days  they  will  slow  down  when  they 
do  drive  again. 

Second  speeding  offense  would  be  a  90  days  suspen¬ 
sion  and  a  $300  fine.

Coppersmith  and  his  fam¬ 
ily  enjoyed  the  business’s 
success,  a  much  larger 
plan  for  him  and  his  fam¬ 
ily  was  waiting  patiently 
on  the  side.

condition. 

“Salt  is  hard  on  roads 
and  so  is  the  scraping,” 
said  Barnett.  “We  have  to 
do  it  in  order  for  people 
to  travel  but  when  it  is 
avoidable,  it  takes  less  life 
out  of  the  road.” 

City  officials  will  also 
be  looking  to  save  back 
some  of  the  money  that 
was  not  needed  to  pur¬ 
chase  salt  this  winter. 

According  to  Public 
Works  Director  Gary 
Royalty,  only  45  tons  of 
salt  have  been  used  this 
winter. 

“We  will  not  need 
anymore  of  the  200  tons 
that  we  contracted  for, 
unless  something  unseen 
occurs,”  said  Royalty.  “We 
have  used  the  brine  mix 
when  able  to  cut  down  on 
the  amount  of  salt  that 
we  spread.”

Royalty  said  5,000  gal¬ 
lons  of  the  pretreatment 
solution  has  been  sprayed 
on  city  roads  when  ice 
has  been  expected.

“Some  of  the  equip¬ 
ment  is  old  so  due  to  us 
saving  in  our  salt  money 
we  will  be  ready  for  other 
problems  that  may  occur 
this  year,”  said  Royalty.

had  to  know  the  next  day, 
so  my  wife  and  I  drove  to 
Cynthiana  to  check  the 
community  out.”

Grassland  Reserve  Program  application 
deadlines  are  Feb.  15  and  April  2 


Natural  Resources 
Conservation  Service 
in  Kentucky  is  accept¬ 
ing  applications  for 
the  Grassland  Reserve 
Program  (GRP).  Although 
GRP  applications  are  con¬ 
tinually  accepted,  the 
application  ranking  cut¬ 
off  dates  for  2012  are  Feb. 
15  and  April  2. 

Applications  received 
after  April  2,  2012,  will 
be  deferred  until  the  next 
ranking  cycle. 

The  Grassland  Reserve 
Program  is  a  voluntary 
program  offering  land- 
owners  and  operators  the 
opportunity  to  protect 
grazing  uses  and  related 
conservation  values  by 
conserving  and  restoring 


grassland  resources. 

The  focus  of  GRP  in 
Kentucky  will  emphasize 
preservation  of  native  and 
naturalized  grasslands 
and  protection  of  grazing 
operations  with  excellent 
land  management  prac¬ 
tices. 

Those  easement  offers 
that  enhance  or  estab¬ 
lish  native  grasses,  will 
receive  ranking  prefer¬ 
ence  for  easements  while 
rental  offers  that  exhibit 
proper  grazing  use  will 
receive  ranking  prefer¬ 
ence  for  rentals. 

The  compensation 
portion  of  the  Food, 
Conservation,  and  Energy 
Act  of  2008  for  GRP  autho¬ 
rizes  easement  compen¬ 


sation  based  on  the  fair 
market  value  of  the  land, 
as  determined  by  an 
appraisal  or  an  area-wide 
market  analysis  or  survey, 
which  takes  into  account 
the  grassland  value,  and 
is  limited  to  a  geographic 
cap  or  the  landowner  offer. 
GRP  rental  contracts  pro¬ 
vide  selected  landowners 
and  operators  to  receive 
annual  payments  to  main¬ 
tain  or  restore  grassland 
functions  and  values  for 
the  length  of  the  contract. 

All  participants  in  GRP 
are  required  to  implement 
a  grazing  management 
plan  which  will  be  devel¬ 
oped  in  conjunction  with 
NRCS. 

Eligible  land  for  GRP 


includes  grasslands  foi 
which  gazing  or  haying  is 
the  predominant  use,  or 
land  that  has  been  histori 
cally  dominated  by  grass 
land,  forbs,  or  shrub  land. 

Restoration  for  land 
enrolled  in  GRP  has  s 
maximum  cost  share  rate 
of  50  percent.  Additional 
program  information  is 
provided  on  the  NRCS 
Kentucky  Web  page 
http://www.ky.nrcs.usda 
gov/programs.

Skunk  season  is  upon  us 


I  suppose  every  day  is 
potentially  skunk  season,  but 
right  about  now  things  start 
to  heat  up. 

Mating  season  is  upon  us 
so  skunks  are  on  the  move  a 
bit  more  than  usual.  I  have 
been  reminded  as  such  by  a 
faint  funk  in  the  garage  every 
morning  this  past  week. 

I  learned  a  serious  lesson 
several  years  back  when  the 
dog  got  a  direct  shot  to  the 
face  and  we  had  a  lingering 
stench  that  was  other  world- 

ly 

Skunks  are  mostly  noctur¬ 
nal,  nomadic  and  solitary... 
except  during  their  mating 
season.  We  don’t  see  them 
too  often  and  when  we  do  it 
is  usually  road  kill  this  time 
of  the  year. 

When  it  comes  to  the 
stripped  skunks  in  our  area 
their  general  behavior  con¬ 
sists  of  sleeping  in  some  sort 
of  den  during  the  day. 

We  have  had  skunks  at  the 
farm  take  up  residence  in  old 
fox  dens,  ground  hog  holes 
and  in  the  barn. 

Skunks  are  typically  active 
from  dusk  to  dawn,  which 
is  a  little  odd  because  they 
have  poor  eyesight.  They 
have  a  good  sense  of  smell, 
however,  and  rummage 
around  at  night  for  a  meal 
of  small  rodents,  grubs  and 
other  meaty  insects.  A  rotten 
stump  with  a  host  of  living 
creatures  working  to  expedite 
the  process  of  decay  is  a  treat 
if  you  are  a  skunk. 

Several  years  ago  (prob- 
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ably  the  same  year  Buck  got 
skunked  in  the  face)  we  had 
a  skunk  that  would  cruise 
around  the  house  every 
evening;  we  would  go  from 
window  to  window  trying  to 
catch  a  glimpse  of  the  resi¬ 
dent  skunk  rummaging  in 
the  mulch  and  when  we  final¬ 
ly  caught  a  glimpse  we  were 
struck  by  the  fact  that  “our” 
skunk  was  nearly  all  white. 
So,  it  is  not  that  they  have 
white  stripes  but  rather  two 
black  bands  on  their  sides 
that  are  more  or  less  there. 

This  white  skunk  was  prob¬ 
ably  a  female  because  she 
was  a  regular;  the  males  are 
the  ones  really  on  the  move 
and  as  such  the  ones  that  get 
hit  by  cars  more  frequently. 
Females  usually  stay  within 
a  half  a  mile  of  their  den 
and  males  push  on  nightly  in 
search  of  love. 

Males  are  polygamous  so 
the  females  end  up  being  the 
sole  caregivers  of  their  lit¬ 
ters  that  average  one  to  eight 
babies. 

Baby  skunks,  called  kit¬ 
tens,  are  born  in  April  and 
May  with  a  gestation  period 
that  lasts  about  63  days,  so  if 


you  do  the  math  most  skunks 
are  pretty  busy  right  now. 

Here  are  some  things  to  be 
aware  of  if  you  know  you 
have  skunks  in  your  area. 
Skunks  have  abnormally 
large  musk  glands  on  both 
sides  of  their  rear  end. 

The  musk  has  an  oily 
component  to  it  so  it  sticks. 
Skunks  have  amazing  accu¬ 
racy  when  it  comes  to  fending 
off  those  that  threaten  them. 
They  can  hit  their  mark  per¬ 
fectly  at  six  feet;  and  have 
generally  good  aim  up  to  20 
feet. 

If  you  come  across  a  skunk 
and  she  starts  stamping  her 
front  feet,  run. 

Just  before  they  release 
their  musk  they  give  a  warn¬ 
ing  stomp,  rise  up  on  their 
front  legs,  lift  up  their  rear 
and  bull’s  eye,  you’ve  been 
skunked. 

If  you  receive  a  direct  hit  it 
is  not  comparable  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  skunk  smell.  Rather  the 
stench  is  a  combination  of 
burning  rubber,  sharp,  fresh 
garlic  and  a  little  sulfur. 

The  animal  lives  up  to  its 
Latin  name.  Mephitis  mephi¬ 
tis,  which  translates  as  “bad 
odor,  bad  odor”. 

If  you  do  get  a  hit,  the  best 
a  mixture  for  a  wash  is  a 
quarter  cup  of  baking  soda, 
2  tablespoons  of  Dawn  dish¬ 
washing  detergent  and  a  pint 
of  peroxide.  It  works  better 
than  most  other  concoctions 
we  have  tried.

Shared-Use  Equipment  Program 
approved  for  Harrison  County 

The  Kentucky  Agricultural  Development  Board,  chaired  by  Gov. 
Steve  Beshear,  approved  $8,950  at  its  monthly  meeting  in  support 
of  a  Shared-Use  Equipment  Program  in  Harrison  County. 

The  Harrison  County  Beef  Cattle  Association  submitted  a  pro¬ 
posal  to  the  Harrison  County  Agricultural  Development  Council 
and  the  Kentucky  Agricultural  Development  Board. 

The  Shared-Use  Equipment  Program  was  established  with  the 
purpose  of  benefitting  a  high  number  of  producers  who  cannot 
justify  ownership  expenses  associated  with  certain  equipment  by 
helping  them  access  technology  necessary  to  improve  their  opera¬ 
tions  in  an  economical  manner.

I’ve  only  met  her  in  per¬ 
son  two  or  three  times, 
but  she  and  I  belong  to  the 
same  professional  organi¬ 
zation  of  women  authors 
and  speakers,  so  I  see  her 
name  continually.

This  went  on  for  a  few 
years  and  no  other  person 
on  earth  or  any  other  plan¬ 
et  knew  anything  about 
how  much  I  really  really, 
really  hated  this  woman.

I  kept  waiting  for  God 
to  “get”  her  —  she  sinned!

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Breds  take  big  district  win  over

Sophomore  Dillon  Pulliam  scored  25  and 
senior  Caleb  Ford  hit  for  23  as  the  Harrison 
County  Thorobreds  defeated  the  Pendleton 
County  Wildcats  73-61  Friday  night  on  the 
Hilltop. 

Even  with  the  two  big  scorers  leading  the 
way  at  least  two  other  Breds  made  huge 
contributions  to  the  victory  Junior  guard 
Scott  Kendall  played  his  best  game  of  the 
season  as  he  limited  his  turnovers  espe¬ 
cially  in  the  second  half  and  pitched  in  14 
points  as  well. 

“Scott  had  a  really  good  second  half,” 
Coach  Mike  Reitz  said  after  the  game.  “We 
need  him  to  continue  to  play  this  way  as  we 
head  into  tournament  time.” 

Senior  guard  Nick  Slucher  was  also  key 
to  the  victory  as  he  was  responsible,  in 
large  part,  for  Pendleton  County’s  Mason 
Monroe’s  struggles.  Slucher’s  defense  was  a 
factor  in  Monroe’s  one-for-10  field  goal  accu¬ 
racy  in  the  second  half  after  a  four-for-eight 
first  half. 


Monroe  did  lead  the  Wildcats  in  scoring 
with  20  as  he  made  12  trips  to  the  charity 
stripe  and  made  10  of  them. 

Pendleton  County  trailed  throughout 
the  game  as  Harrison  County  outscored 
them  from  the  field  and  out  rebounded  the 
Wildcats  by  a  32-18  margin. 

Pendleton  County  committed  fewer  turn¬ 
overs  and  also  made  30  trips  to  the  foul  line 
to  24  for  Harrison  County. 

One  of  the  factors  in  the  Harrison  County 
victory  was  a  technical  foul  called  on 
Wildcat  coach  Chad  Simms  as  he  was  vis¬ 
ibly  upset  over  a  non  call  near  the  end  of 
the  third  period  with  his  team  trailing  54-47. 

Harrison  County  pushed  the  lead  to  13  at 
60-47  before  the  Wildcats  rallied. 

Somewhat  like  the  district  tournament 
last  year,  Harrison  County  was  only  suc¬ 
cessful  on  seven  of  13  free  throws  in  the  last 
quarter  as  Pendleton  County  fouled  after 
every  missed  shot. 

Unlike  last  year,  the  Wildcats  could  not 
capitalize  on  the  misses  and  Harrison 


County  pulled  away  for  the  12-point 
victory. 

Reitz  was  also  complimentary  of 
sophomore  Grant  Carr,  who  came 
into  the  game  in  the  second  half 
and  handled  the  Pendleton  County 
pressure.  The  rebounding  margin 
was  a  team  effort  as  Pulliam  led 
the  way  with  10  and  junior  Jordan 
Martin  grabbed  seven. 

The  win  improved  Harrison

Eighth  grade  Colts  win  conference  tourney

The  Harrison  County 
Middle  School  Colts  won 
the  Bluegrass  Conference 
Tournament  Friday  night 
wrapping  up  one  of  the 
best  seasons  in  middle 
school  history  finishing 
with  a  21-2  record,  13-0  in 
conference  play. 

This  was  the  second 
championship  for  Harrison 
County,  the  last  coming 
in  1996  before  the  current 
players  were  born. 

The  championship  game 
on  Friday  was  only  possible 
after  the  Colts  played  and 
defeated  the  Cardinals  of 
Scott  County  on  Thursday. 

This  game  was  close 
throughout  and  began  in 
a  not  so  promising  way. 
Scott  County  scored  five 
unanswered  points  to 
begin  the  contest,  but  the 
Colts  regained  their  com¬ 
posure  and  battled  to  a 
one-point  deficit  after  the 


first  period  6-5. 

The  second  period  was 
a  difficult  scoring  session 
for  both  teams  as  only 
seven  points  were  scored 
in  the  quarter,  but  five 
were  scored  by  the  Colts 
who  took  a  10-8  halftime 
lead. 

The  second  half  saw 
a  tough  zone  defense 
employed  by  the  Colts  as 
they  ran  out  to  a  25-18  lead 
in  the  fourth  period  before 
the  Cardinals  came  back  to 
cut  the  lead  to  four,  25-21. 
Tyler  White  made  two  big 
free  throws  to  advance  the 
lead  and  the  Colts  scored 
the  hard-fought  victory 
29-21. 

“I  was  pleased  how  well 
the  players  executed  the 
defensive  game  plan,”  said 
Coach  Jamie  Case.  “It  took 
a  great  effort  to  hold  this 
team  to  21  points  for  the 
game.” 

Dillon  Pulliam  led  the 


Colts  in  scoring  with  11 
followed  by  Brock  Jenkins 
who  had  six. 

Friday  night  the  Elkhorn 
Middle  Elks  stood  between 
the  Colts  and  the  first 
championship  since  1996.

Fillies  spiit  two  games  on  the  Hiiltop  last  week

The  Harrison  County 
Fillies,  playing  without 
two  starters,  defeated  East 
Jessamine  on  Thursday 
and  lost  to  Pendleton 
County  on  Friday,  both  on 
the  Hilltop  court. 

Sophomore  center,  lead¬ 
ing  scorer  and  rebounder 
Jordan  Doram  and  senior 
guard  Emalee  Little  missed 
both  games  with  ankle 
injuries.  This  left  Coach 
Kim  Furnish  with  a  very 
youthful  lineup  to  combat 
both  the  Lady  Jaguars  and 
the  Lady  Cats  in  the  back- 
to-back  games. 

The  Fillies  started  a 
lineup  of  two  seniors, 
Kelsey  Cummins  and 
Mariah  Nichols,  two  fresh¬ 
men,  Chelsea  Ingram  and 
Whitney  Gray  and  eighth 
grader  Madison  Philpott 
in  both  games  with  sev¬ 
enth  grader  Taylor  Reffett 
first  off  the  bench. 


On  Thursday  night, 
the  Lady  Jaguars,  who 
Harrison  County  sound¬ 
ly  defeated  in  the  Lady 
Wolverine  Classic  dur¬ 
ing  the  Christmas  break, 
j  umped  out  to  an  early  lead. 
Only  East  Jessamine’s 
turnovers  kept  them  from 
gaining  a  huge  margin  as 
the  Fillies  struggled  from 
the  field  and  the  foul  line 
in  the  opening  half. 

East  Jessamine  com¬ 
mitted  11  turnovers  in 
the  first  half  to  six  for 
Harrison  County,  which 
allowed  the  home  squad 
to  be  within  eight  points 
at  the  half  at  19-11.  Free 


throws  were  also  a  prob¬ 
lem  for  East  Jessamine  as 
they  made  only  one  of  six 
in  the  first  half. 

The  second  half  saw  the 
cold  shooting  continue 
from  the  field  for  Harrison 
County,  but  they  started 
to  find  their  way  to  the 
foul  line  where  they  were 
very  successful  especially 
in  the  fourth  quarter. 

They  again  contained 
their  turnovers  to  seven  in 
the  half,  13  for  the  game, 
while  the  Lady  Jags  com¬ 
mitted  23  for  the  evening. 

The  Fillies  took  the  lead 
at  28-27  with  only  two  min¬ 
utes  left  in  the  game  and 
battled  to  a  32-all  tie  at  the 
end  of  regulation. 

They  then  pulled  the 
game  out  in  overtime  win¬ 
ning  by  the  37-36  margin. 

Senior  Nichols  led  the 
game  in  scoring  with  20 


points.  She  and  Philpott 
each  grabbed  eight 
rebounds  to  pave  the  way 
in  that  department  for  the 
Fillies. 

The  young  Fillie  lineup 
also  battled  the  Pendleton 
County  Lady  Cats  (10- 
11)  tooth  and  nail  for  the 
first  three  quarters  before 
running  out  of  gas  and 
almost  out  of  players  due 
to  youthfulness  and  foul 
trouble. 

Seniors  Nichols  and 
Cummins  shouldered  the 
scoring  load  in  the  open¬ 
ing  period  Friday  scoring 
nine  of  the  13  Harrison 
County  points  as  the  home 
squad  stayed  close  at  17-13 
by  the  quarters  end. 

Foul  trouble  plagued 
the  Fillies  from  the  start 
as  they  sent  Pendleton 
County  to  the  line  11  times 
in  the  first  period  where 


the  Lady  Cats  were  suc¬ 
cessful  seven  times. 

Harrison  County  only 
had  13  free  throw  attempts 
for  the  game  while  the 
whistle  sent  Pendleton 
County  to  the  line  38 
times. 

The  final  score  of  55-40 
was  not  indicative  of  the 
battle  that  had  gone  on 
for  the  32  minutes  prior. 
The  distinct  size  disadvan¬ 
tage  was  just  too  much  for 
the  Fillies  to  overcome  as 
without  Doram  the  6-foot- 
3  center  Heather  Jolley  of 
Pendleton  County  domi¬ 
nated  the  boards. 

For  the  game  Pendleton 
County  had  43  rebounds 
to  25  for  Harrison  County. 
Jolley  had  16  points  and  24 
rebounds  for  the  game. 


Pendleton  County 
stretched  the  lead  to  40-30 
at  the  end  of  the  third 
period,  but  still  the  youth¬ 
ful  Fillies  were  hanging 
around. 

In  the  second  half,  fouls 
and  rebounding  contin¬ 
ued  to  hurt  the  Fillies  as 
they  sent  the  Lady  Cats 
repeatedly  to  the  foul  line 
with  fouls  and  Pendleton 
County  shot  until  they 
made  it  on  several  occa¬ 


sions. 

The  leader  in  scoring 
for  the  Fillies  was  Nichols 
who  scored  14  to  go  along 
with  her  team  high  seven 
rebounds. 

Cummins  and  freshman 
guard  Ingram  each  added 
11  as  three  Fillies  were  in 
double  figures.
